Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 10.—Gen. Garfield 
arrived here to-day, fresh from the Ohio cam- 
paign. He is very well satisfied with the result. 
To have obtained a greater number of Repub- 
lican Congressmen than six was, he. consid- 
ers, a Republican triumph, as the intention of 
the gerrymander was to have only six Repub- 
lican Districts in the State.

AS FOR THURMAN, 

Gen. Garfield thinks that the result excludes 
him from the Presidential race. ‘lhurman’s 
notion was that he could not obtain the Presi- 
dential nomination unless he could carry bis 
own State, and that he could not get Ohio ex- 
capt he gavored soft money. He accordingly 
abandoned his principles, abandoned, his record, 
and in speeches in which there Was always 
mavifested a consciousness of inconsistency, 
Thurman took the greenback side.

GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 


An Amusing Incident of the Berlin Confer- 
ence, that Is Now Being Talked About— 
The Controversy Raised by the Paris Cor- 
respondent of the London “ Times.” 

Correspondence New York Worid. 
Berwin, Sept. 23.—Thanks to Shere Ali and 
his Afghan audacity, the world will not much 
longer languish in doubt as to the exact value of 
the “Peace with Honor” which the envoys of 


Great Britain took back with so much pomp | 


from the German Capital in July. But while 
yet the illusion floats in the air let me make 
haste to send you the truth iu regard to one 
rather amusing yet pot wholly unimportant in- 
cident of the July Congress which is just now 
attracting much attention in Paris, and a little 
atteation even lu London and Berlin. I mean 
the controversy raised by the Paris correspond- 
ent of the London Times over the real attitude 
of Germany towards Russia and towards France 
in 1875. 

The correspondent in question, M. de Blowitz, 
is not to be blamed for making the most of the 
coutroversy, for it is the first dutv of a jour- 
nalist no doubt to advertise himself and the 
journa! which employs him in every legitimate 
way. Le was naturally pleased to be ableto 
account for the withdrawal of M. de Gontaut- 
Biron from the post of Freuch Ambassador at 
Berlin by publishing what he declared to be an 
account giveo him by Prince Bismarck of an 
alleged conspiracy between Gontaut-Biron and 
Prince Gortschakoff iu 1875, the object 
of which was to represent Russia as the friend 
of Frauee, irterveving to save” that 
country from tle calamitv of a new in- 
vasion prepared for her by the military party 
in Germany three years ago. Prince Bismarck, 
who would rather see France and Russia dis- 
trust than trust each other, was uaturally 
pleased to see M. de Biowitz publish a story 
which, whether true or false, woula tend to 
estrange the Republic on the Seine from the 
Ewpire on the Neva. But this baviog been ac- 
complished, Prince Bismarck was uot disposed 
to let it be generally befieved in Europe that he 
gave his confidence lightly and fully to poly- 
giottic correspondents of the british press. So 
his Transparency seized upon the chance given 
him by Bebel. ina debate in the Reichstag, to 
box that eloquent Socialist over the ears by as- 
serting that his skill in weaving truth up with 
falsehood equaled that of a T correspondcut, 
and advising him at once to adopt that lucra- 
tive occupation.“ 

Neither Bebel nor Blowitz liked this, of 
course, but Blowitz liked it less even than 
Bebel; and as the Zimes now deals more gen- 
erously with its agents in personal squabbles 
than it used todo, Biowitz has been permitted 
to reiterate through the great English journal 
on several occasions the most earnest assevera- 
tions of the substantial accuracy of his reported 
conversation with the German Chancellor. He 
has not, however, as yet told the world where 
that conversation occurred or bow it came to 
pass. As the facts are rather interesting, it may 
be worth while for me to be more commupica- 
tive, especially as itis in my power thus to cor- 
roborate a worthy colleague who has suffered, 
like so many others, through his good-natured 
confidence in the simplicity and obliging dis- 
position of the Prince of blood and iron.“ 

For some time after the opening of the Berlin 
Congress, M. de Blowitz was ina state of ex- 
treme eagerness to secure an interview with the 
great head of the German Imperial Government. 
This was not easily to be accomplished. But one 
day M. de Blowitz, calling upon the German 
Ambassador in Paris, who was then at Berlin, 
was fortunate enough to meet the Chancellor’s 
amiable son, Count Herbert Von Bismarck, to 
whom he was introduced, and to wuom he ar- 
dently set forth his extreme desire to see and 
converse with his illustrious sire. To leave 
Berlin without seeing Prince Bismarck,“ said 
M. de Blowitz, will be for me like losing one 
finger of my right hand.’’ Theexpression made 
the young Count laugh, and he courteously 
replied: ** Well, Heaven forbid you should come 
here to be sv badly mutilated!’’ At this time, 
observe, the Prince was anxiously contriving the 
moral capture of the French Pienipotentiary, M. 
Waddington, his object being to detach France, 
as far as might be, both from Russia and trom 
England, and to open the way to that better 
understanding between France and Germany 
which haus since been so far perfected that, in 
my humbie judgment, the steps are already 
taking which at no distant day will leadtoa 
recunciliation of the most conspicuous sort 
based upon material guarantees of the- most 
unexpectedly grave and gratifying character. 
But of this hereat!ter. 

M. de Biowitz made no secret, to say the least, 
of his familiarity with the French representa- 
tives at the Congress. He lived at the Kaiser- 
hol, the headquarters of Lord Beaconsfield, but 
his time was chiefly spent within the shadow of 
M. Waddington, and, as you kuow, his assid- 
ulty bas since been publicly rewarded by a 
promotion to the rank of Officer of the Legion 
of Honor” for ‘conspicuous services render- 
ed,” not to the Times newspaper exactly, but 
„to the French Government.“ Shortly after 
his conversation with Count Herbert Von Bis- 
marck, M. de Biowitz received an invitation to 
dine with the German. Ambassador in Paris, 
Prince Ciovis Von Hohenlohe, at whose house 
that conversation, as 1 have already men- 
tioned, had occurred. Fancy his delight on 
learning from the Prince that the invitation was 
given him expressly to secure his meeting there 
informally the Chancellor bimseif! I need not 
say that the appointed evening found M. de 
Biowitz iv full dress, with all his decorations,— 
and few correspondents in Paris possess so many 
of these glittering appendages,—at the hotel of 
Prince Hohenlohe. There he met the always 
genial Prince Bismarck and a brilliant but strict- 
lv confidential and diplomatic company, includ- 
ing u feast one member of the German Foreign 
Office staff, whois as well-known in Washine- 
ton as in Paris, and who has made himself more 
than once confidentially and most diplomatical- 
ly useful to bis great chief. 

All that M. de Blowitz bas since published, and 
more than all of Prince Bismarck's interesting 
and amusing reminiscences concerning Gontaut- 
Biron and Gortschakoif, he then and there un- 
doubtealy heard trom Prince Bismarck’s lips. 
But he beard all iu confidence, and beneath tne 
sacred rose of a hospitable banqueting hall. 
How then is the publication to be explained! 
Most satisfactorily and most honorably, let me 
hasten to say. For three days after the occa- 
sion in question M. de Biowitz revolved in his 
mind the problem bow to use what he thus 
acquired without compromising his good 
faith and his repute as a member 
of civilized” society; but on the fourth 
day the probiem was solved for him most 
suddenly and agreeably. For ou that day the 
German Foreign Office agent above alluded to, 
and whom we will call for convenience sake the 
Baron Von Schleswick, was observed by M. de 
Biowitz to pass hurriedly in and out of the 
Kaiserbof three or four times, as if in quest of 
some one whom he hoped to stumble upon with. 
out formally seeking for him. Oddly enough it 
strack M. de Blowitz that be might himself be 
the person thus singularly sought’ for, and he 
accordingly contrived to throw bimself im the 
Baron’s way. Never was there a more happy 
thought! The\ Baron almost ran over nun, 

used, apolo d, and then, prefaciug what 
be had to say with the remark that he was in 
quest of some one else, proceeded to chat witn 
M. de Blowitz sbout the weather, the Congress. 
the watering-places, and finally the dinner at 
Prince Von Hoheniohe’s, of which, as he ob- 
served, he had as yet scen no mention in the 
Times correspondence.“ On such a hint, what 
correspondent would not speak! And bow 
unhandsome is it on the part of the Baron Von 
Schleswick’s illustrious chief and employer, after 
all this, to intimate that the correspoudents of 
the Times are men who weave together truth 
and falsehood, and to recommend such disturb- 
er@of the peace of empires as Herr Bebel to 
offer themselves as candidates in Printing-House

THE COURTS.. 


Continuation of the Argument in the 
Republic-Liie Case. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Divorces, Etc. 


The argument on the demurrers in the case 
of 8. D. Ward, Receiver, against J. V. Farwell 
and the other stockbolders of the Republic 
Life-Insurance Company was resumed yester- 
day morning before Judge Farwell. 

Mr. O. K. A. Hutchinson, on behalf of the 
Receiver, concluded his argument from the day 
before, confining himself yesterday to a dis- 
cussion of the equity powers of the Court in 
making the assessment, and in enforcing the 
same. and to tne liability of the stockholders 
for debts contracted subsequent to the surren- 
der of the 20 per cent certificates. A stock- 
holder was liable to the creditors for unpaid 
subscription until Lhe made a valid assignment 
of his stock. No valid assignment of certiticates 
for stock was made by the surrender of 
the same tothe Company. The surrender was 
a fraud for the purpose of depriving the cred- 
itors of the Company of a fund which ought to 
have been_retained for their benefit. The case 
ot Roman vs. Fry, 6 J. J. Marshall (Ky.) Rep., 
634, was cited, where it was held that the object 
of the jaw making subscribers to stock liable 
was to prevent insolvency, and, by allowing an 
assignment to an insolvent or au infant, that 
object would be defeated, and therefore that 
such apn assignment to the Company, which was 
insolvent, was illegal. Moreover, when the 
stock was surrendered bv the stockholders, they 


still received the dividends on it, and as they 
shared the profits they should bear the losses. 

Tue stockholders were liable for debts con- 
tracted after the surren jer, because the officers 
still held out to the world that the capital 
stock of the Company was $5,000,000, and that 
it was owned by responsible men. The stock- 
holders who surrendered their stock having 
been a party to the scheme dught to be heid 
liable for debts contractea under such repre- 
sentation. Mr. Hutchinson then took up the 
points raised by Mr. Kales aud others and re- 
viewed them seriatim. 

Mr. Hitebcock, on behalf of Anson Stager 
and other stockholders, followed. He contend- 
ed that the Court could only decide that an 
assessment might be made, and that it could 
not render a decree for the collection of the 
assessment, but that the latter must be made 
by suite at law. A large portion of the stock- 
holders were non-residents, so that no decree 
against them would de binding, because the 
Court could pot obtain jurisdiction of them. 
A decree, therefore, in the present 
case would result inequitably against the resi- 
dent stockholders. All stockboiders should be 
placed on an equal footing, and have a right to 
defend iv a suit at law when they could raise 
the question of the legality of the surrender of 
the 20 per cent certificates. 

Mr. R. Biddie Roberts presented some written 
arguments. He also appeared for stocxholders. 

Mr. Jones, of Des Moines, Iowa, on behalf of 
some more stockholders in his State, made a 
short argument on behalt of his clients, but 
brought forward no new points.] 

Mr. J. N. Jewett then took up the case again 
for the Receiver. He said that, after much 
deliberation, it had been decided to make the 
bili contain even more than enough facts to 
obtain the desired relief, so as to give the de- 
fevdants an opportunity to raise all the objec- 
tions they desired on the face of the bill. He 
claimed it had been decided in the Lamar Fire- 
Insurance Company case that such a suit as 
the present would lie, and that the stockhold- 
ers were liable after the surrender of the cer- 
tificates ou which 20 per cent was paid, and the 
issue of tull-paid certificates. 

Mr. W. U. Barnum closed the arguments of 
the day. He appeared for a committee of seven 
stockholders, who represented a much larger 
number. He claimed the commutation of stock 
by the surrender of tue first certificates was 
justifiable under the circumstances. Also, that 
the liability of the stockholders must be en- 
forced by actions at law, because the defense in 
each case was different. 

There are still one or two counsel to be heard, 
and the case will be resumed this morning. 

THE STOW PAVEMPNT CASE. 

The argument on the motion for injunction in 
the case of J. B. Smith vs. Henry M. Stow was 
resumed yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Williams, having been postponed from Monday 
last. Mr. Abner Smith and L. L. Bond appeared 
for complainant, and Becker & Dale for Stow. 
This was a suit to prevent Stow trom trving 
to enforce any rights he might have to a patent 
for wooden block pavement, untu he should 
first have proved the validity of his patent in the 
proper court. 

Judge Williams denied the motion for in- 
junction because the case involved the validity 
of a patent ou which the Federal Courts ought 
to pase, and be did not wish to ivterfere. He, 
however remarked that he felt quite certain the 
property-owners could not be held as infringers 
iu any suit as to them. The serving of notices 
did not amount to anything, as no notice was 
required if his patent was good.

The Grand Jury were impaneled vesterday 
morning in the United States District Court.

CANADA ELECTION, 
It May Lead to a Commercial Union with 
the United States. 
London Times, Sept. 25. 
The result of the general election for the 
Parliament of tbe Dominion of Canada has been 
as starthug a surprise as that which fell upon 


this country four years and a half ago. Mr. 
Mackenzie’s Administration, like Mr. Glad- 


stone’s, has been placed in power, upon the pre- 
vious appeal to the constituencies, by a large 
majority, and, though there were unmistakabie 
signs that the confidence of the electors had 
been shaken, and that the Ministerial majority 
would be greatly diminished, no one anticipated 
that it would be transferred abruptly to the 
other side. ‘The discontent which had 
been gathering around Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet during 1872 and 1878 = dark- 
ened the prospects of the Liberal party before 
the dissolution, but the worst forebodings were 
more thau realized when a Conservative majori- 
ty was returned equal in number to that whico 
Mr. Gladstone had obtained in 1868. Events 


have taken the same course in Canada. Mr. 
Mackenzie and his part came into olfice in 1873, 
after the explosion of the Pacific Railway scau- 
dal, and the resignation, in consequence, of Sir 
John Macdonald and bis Cabinet. A dissolu- 
tion soon afterwards gave the Mackenzie Ad- 
ministration the support of considerably more 
than half the members of the House of Com- 
mons, and a curious ingenuity im devising 
com promises and coalitions brought them some 
unexpected accessions of strength. The Con- 
servatives, indeed, were not only routed, but 
disheartened. Their conduct in opposition éur- 
ing the first year or two of Liberal Government 
wus feeble and erratic. They were not able 
even to use the voting power of their minority 
with any moral eifect. But soon the Ministry 
begau to make biuncers, to excite resentments, 
—in fact, to sow the crop of troubles whien 
every Governmeat that remains long in power, 
especially one that is too confident in its 
strength, has soover or later to harvest. Cir- 
cumstances, too, aided the Opposition, even 
more than their rivals’ errors or the skill of 
their leader, Sir John A. Macdonald, a vet- 
eran politician of very high capacity as a 
Parliamentary tactician. The finauces of Cau- 
ada were fairly prosperous, and the condi- 
tion of the country was generally satis- 
factory, when the Liberal Guvernment was 
formed. But, before Mr. Mackenzie and his 
colleagues had held office for two years, the 
Domimon, like the Mother Country and the 
United States, bad to pass through an ordeal of 
commercial depression and financial embarrass- 
ment which is not yet at an end. The Opposi- 
tion, who had always leaned to Protectionist 
doctrines, did not fail to point a double moral 
as thev dilated upon the sufferings of the 
Colony and the stagnation of its trade and in- 
dustry. Plainly, they argued, the Mackenzie 
Ministry had mismanaged pubiic affairs. With 
equal confidence they asserted that, if a Pro- 
tectionist policy bad been adopted, there would 
have been no hard times.“ Tue people ac- 
cepted these inferences with the impatience 
characteristic of those who suffer. 

Weare afiaid that the significance of these 
electoral returus cannot be reasonably disputed. 
The victory of the Canadiau Conservatives is a 
victory of Protection over Free Trade. itis no 
new thing, upiortunately, to find our Colonies 
rejecting sound economical doctrine, and guing 
back to the fallacious reasonings and snort- 
sighted projects which the intelligence and the 
experience of the Mother Country have long 
ago rejected. It Sir John A. Macdonald and his 
party have their way in Canada, the max, per- 
haps, go as far towards tue protection of 
native industry as Mr. Berry’s Administration 
in Victoria has done; but they can hardly go 
any further. The Protectionist victory in Can- 
ada, however, carries with it an unusual sense 
of disappointment, and opens up a range of 
serious appre: usions. Canada, not many 
years ago, showed much promise of becoming a 
thoroughly Free-Trading country, and of estab- 
lishing ber prosperity ou that solid foundation. 
But a Frotectionist reaction, even though its 
violence may subside in time, and its illusions 
may be scattered by experience, will leave be 
hind it many obstacles, in the shape of watchful 
and jealous vested interests, to any renewed 
movement in favor of Free Trade At the 
same time, it must be borve in mind that Cana- 
dian policy, unlike the policy of any Colony in 
Australasia or South Africa, is liabie to aberra- 
tions produced by the close neighborhood of 
@ great independent Power. Wien we 
hear that tue Canadians have so vebement- 
ly declared for Protection, we cannot 
lorbeur from speculating upon the probabie ef- 
fect of that declaration in the United States. 
The proposals for a Customs-Union embracing 
the United States and the Dominion, which, as 
our American correspondent lately informed us, 
have been attracting some attention at Wash- 
ington, will not probabiy meet with a much 
warmer 5 the new Ministry that 
will be formed under Sir John Macdlouald than 
they would have received from Mr. Mackenzie. 
The Protectionists of Canada are at Icast as 
jealous of American as of Englisb competition, 
apd tbe Conservative party have been cousist- 
ently opposed to any measures tending towards 
amalgamation with the Republic. Yet it 
must be ackuowledged that, to the 
mass of the people, who vaguely hope 
that Protection wili bring them reliet, the inwita- 
tions of the Amer.@ans may be made to (ook tempt- 
ing, aud we wiay see such another sudden and 
unexpected movement of public opinion as that 
which gave the Protectionists their majority 
this week. It may be worth while recalling the 
fact that one of the carliest attempts of Mr. 
Mackenzie’s Ministry was to procure a renewal 
fours ago of the Reciprocity Treaty with the 
United States, and Mr. George Brown was sent 
to Washington to open negotiations, which 
afterwards tell through, owing to the apathy or 
hostility of the Senate. It was while the-sub- 
ject was undecided that Lord Derby and Lord 
Carnarvon. assured a deputation of Engtish 
manufacturers that the Ministry would disallow 
any Canadian legislation designed to impose 
differential duties on English manufactures iu 
favor of the United States. 

IS CANADA UNGRATEFUL?! 
London Pall-Matl Gusette. 

There is no doubt that the complete victory 
of the Protectionist party iu Canada is a very 
serious matter. It adds to the diflicultics of 
the Imperial Government in dealing with the 
permanent connection between“ the Mother 
Country and the Colonies, and strengthens tie 
bands of those who favor a Reciprocity Treaty 
ov a thoroughiy Protectionist basis between 
Canada and the Umted States. At the same 
time it shakes, the ground under the feet of 
those who urge that our free governed Colonies, 
if released from the Imperial counection, 
would be better customers. Here clear! 
is Canada (for the time at jeast), with all 
her loyalty and fervor, voting to all appearance 
in favor of the exclusion of our manufactures. 
Wouid she do so any the less because we ceased 
to appoint a Viceroy or to defend her commer- 
cial interests? Clearly this matter of hostile 
tariffs imposed by oar Colonivs on English 
goods, in the chimerical idea of removing de- 
pression, must be dealt with ere long in a com- 
plete and statesmanlike way. We may hove 
that the result of the elections will not be quite 
so prejudicial as the telegrams denote; but, at 
the same time, she moment has clearly arrived 
when the whole subject should be discussed be- 
tween ourselves andthe Colonists in Canada 
and elsewhere. What appears singular is that 
the Conservative party in Canada are Pro- 
tectionists. In still afore democratic Victoria 
the ** Conservatives ”’ are for Free T ade.

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One Reason Why Peaches Have Been so 
Dear in Chicago This Fall—The Trees At- 
tacked by Yellow-Fever+How They Are 
Coffined and Burned After 


SauGatuck, Mich., Oct. 8.—Leaving Chicago 
at midnight by steamer for Benton Harbor, 
your correspondent, leaning over the railing of 
the afterdeck (if that’s what they call it), 
found some temporary diversion in watching 
the lights of the disappearing city, as the hori- 
zon, brick by brick, crept gradually up until the 
waste of waters rolled above her topmost 
spires. Buried were ber avenues, however 
broad and beautiful; ber lanes and by-ways, 
however narrow aod offensive; her palaces, 
however polished and imposing; her wretched 
boveis, however uninviting. Nor Custom- 
House nor City-Hali furnished a single stone 
from all their wealth to mark her watery tomb, 
—nothing remained to connect her with our- 
selves, the living, but our own triangular, ever- 
widening wake, at whose uncertain apex we in 
the ark saw the last mute appeal for aid the 
city’s shot-tower made,—then left her to ber 
fate. There was something melancholy in con- 
templating the possibility of a sunken city of 
500,000. We went in and slept. 

Iu the morning, in preference to remaining 
during adead Sunday in a dull town, I at once 
started inland for a ten-mile walk. Walking 
along a railroad-track, the ties of which have 
evidently been laid with a view to retard as 
much as possible the progress of both train and 
pedestrian, and ballasted with sand so soft and 
deep that suowshoes are almost a necessity, is 
au exercise the continuation of which for a dis- 
tance of ten miles, under the broiting heat of a 
— 44 sun, develops a profound sym- 
pathy fo} the homeless tramp, and opens the 

ates of an appalling perspiration. This 
last produces thirst; to satisfy mine, at 
that time something colossal. I stopped ata 
farmhouse near the road. While sitting with 
the farmer ov the top rail of the worm-fence 
which separated his castie and domain from the 
public higuway, we discussed the agricultural, 
al, moral, and political condition of the 
country in general, and the financial standing 
of his locality. 

But receotiy—three years a region 
was the very garden of the Michigan Fruit- 
Belt, and the port of St. Joseph a gateway 
through which flowed anaunual yield of peaches 
whose volume supplied the markets of the 
Northwestern country, and spread her fame to 
the remotest corners of the Continent. A sad 
change has taken place since those prolific days. 
Orchards, then the pride and the eutire depend- 
ence of the farmer, nave been destroyed by the 
ravages of disease, and acres of dead-gray, 
shag-barked stumps alone remain to show where 
they had been, arms, in consequence, have 
depreciated to nearly two-fifths of their for- 
mer value, as the superabundabce of all ya- 
rieties of small fruits creates a depression in 
the prices obtained, that but little more than 
pays the expense of gathering and sbipping 
them. The loss to this immediate section can 
hardly be computed, while the steady movement 
of the piague northward along the Jake-shore, 
although combated by every device known to 
pomologicai science, causes a conviction among 
the less hopeful! that, when our delicious peaches 
shall be numbered only among the fruits that 
were is but a question of soon-coming time. 

The vicinity of South Haven, which 1 after- 
ward visited, feels to a certain extent the de- 
pression caused by the shadow cast before” 
the coming blight; though there are many 
orchards which as yet show no signs of being 
affected, No obstacle that can be placed in its 
pat h- uo remedy that can be suggested, that 
may in any way tend to stop the destroyer—is 
left untried by these farmers. who, having in- 
vested nearly or quite their earthly all in 
peaches, are thus ees by it with financial 
ruin. Constantly the orefiards are watched with 
a sleepless vigilance, and whenever or wherever 
a tree is discovered whose pale yellow leaves, 
pink limbs, and sapless trunk betray the fever’s 

resence, it is at oace removed, even to the most 
ar-reaching roots, and the body placed u a 
large, tight box to be borne away and burned, 
that no more trace or remembrance may be had 
of it. In many respects the treatment of the 
more fatal *‘ yellows’’ among the peaches here 
is not unlike that of yellow-fever among men. 
As yet, nothing has been found able to cure a 
tree once stricken; but every precaution is 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease to 
still healthy trees by contact or contagion. 

While in South Haven, many places and 
things of interest, which were once as familiar 
asa Village miuister, and as attractive as the 
candy-jars in the windows of a corner-grocery, 
I found remaining with little or no change,—as 
attractive as formerly, and nearly as familiar. 
The newspaper-otfice—where every boy in the 
village bas attacked the mysteries of the art 
preservative,’’ swept out the place two or three 
times, run on errands that invariably required a 
second expedition for correction, wasted as 
much ink on bis hands and clothes and made as 
much irredeemable pi as be was worth, licked 
every smali boy who dared to call him Devil“ 
—and quit—was visited, and found in as flour- 
ishing a condition as could be expected. The 
number of boys in every village in the United 
States which boasts a newspaper, however 
diminutive, who have set out at some time in 
their lives to conquer the typographic art, and 
have been conquered, is a subject of rémark. 

I remember to have seen, not long since, a 
communication in THE | RIBUNE regarding or 
caliing attention to that rarity, the uay edi- 
tion of the Old and New Testaments. In the 
choice and extensive library belonging to Capt. 
B. H. Dyckman is a well-preserved copy, which 
I had the pleasure of examining. The Old Tes- 
tament part was first publisged at Douay in 
1609, while the New Testament, or more recent 
„ nistor y.“ dates its publication birth as long 
ago as 1582. As far as my limited time would 
permit (and as far as my limited observation 
and memory have gone), 1 found no material 
change save in the letter of the law; the spirit 
remaiued the same.

I. PARIS—BRUSSELS. 
For The Trioune. 

We left Paris bright and early on the 12th of 
July: How fresh aud cool that early morning 
seemed after the somewhat heated term that 
preceded it! We were in a mood to enjoy 
everything. as all good, wholesome people are 
who are thoroughly awake and out of doors at 5 
o’clock of asummer-morning; and the long 
shadews and the fresh vegetables were equally 
interesting. Iwo friends from home,—Mrs. E. 
and her father, Mr. 8.,—in whose pleasant com- 


panv we had squandered much time and wealth 
along the various lines between the Ancient 
Concert Musard and the “Bon Marche,“ were 
to meet us at the Gare du Nora, that together 
we might march on Flanders aud the windmills 
of ¢t hotlow-land.

Arrived at Brussels, and comfortably roomed, 
with outlook upon the King’s palace and gar, 
den, we soon began to enjoy the city.

Of the 
whole exports of the country, about 90 per 
cent were the product of the farms, the 
forests, and the mines. Suppose there had 
been no foreign market in which to sell this 
surplus, — suppose that, instead of being able 
to (sell this wheat, corn, cotton, tobacco, 
pork, tard, butter, cheese, and other products 
of the field, it had all to be kept at home,— 
what would have been the price obtained 
for the whole product? The quantity 
exported was the surplus left after 
supplying the whole country. If, in addition 
to all that was needed to meet the home 
want, $500,000,000 worth was sent away, 
what would have been the prices received by 
the producers had there been this $500,000, - 
000 worth more than was needed 
for consumption. to be sold at home? 
The product of the 800 acres, in case there 
was no demand for it and no market in 
which it could be sold, would be compara- 
tively valueless. It would be adrug on the 
market; it would not pay for its own trans- 
portation 100 miles. The exportation of 
farm products to glut aforeign market 
is, above all things, the salvation of the 
American farmer, To abolish that market 
would reduce the proportions of farming in 
this country. It would limit the pro- 
duction of farm products to the mere 
local wants of the country ; it would take 
from the value of the land ia the proportion 
that it would reduce the value of the prod- 
ucts. The Whiteside County farmer would 
have no occasion to cultivate 800 acres; one- 
tenth of that area would furnish all that was 
needed for his wants. The value of bread- 
stuffs in this country is fixed by the price in 
the foreign market. The price of grain in 
Liverpool is the price of grain at Morrison, — 
the cost of transportation and handling 
being added. When the price falls in Liver- 
pool it falls at Morrison, and, when there is 
no sale or demand at Liverpool, the grain 
at Morrison will not pay the cost of trans- 
portation. The greater the demand, the 
greater the quantity needed in the for- 


eign market, the greater the price and | 
the greater the sales at Morrison. When 
the foreign market fails, the American 
farmer must reduce the size of his farm, 
must abandon a large part of his production, 
and be content to sell one-half of what he 
now sells, at perhaps less than one-half he 
now gets per bushel. One-fourth or more 
of those now engaged on farms, having no 
further occupation, would have to discover 
some new business or become tramps. The 
American manufacturer is just now emerg- 
ing from the condition of producing without 
a market. The American manufacturers 
have the capital, the machinery, and the 
labor sufficient to produce far in excess of 
the wants of the country. The consequence 
was that many of the mills, factories, fur 
naces, and shops were closed, others were 
reduced to half time or quarter time, and 
with a reduced number of hands. The un- 
employed men, having no wages, ceased to 
be consumers of manufactures, and the 
home market was further reduced each time 
a gang of operatives was discharged. At 
last the policy of manufacturing for export 
was considered, and each year there is 
now a large addition made to the quan- 
tity of American manufactures exported 
and sold im foreign markets, and 
to manufacture for that market has put idle 
machinery in operation, has caused furnaces 
to ba relighted, and put unemployed labor at 
work at wages. If a foreign market can be 
built up for American manufactures, as one 
has been for agricultural products, then the 
mills, factories, furnaces, and workshops of 
every degree can become active, and af 
amount of laborand machinery find employ- 
ment far in excess of whatever has been 
known in this country before. The greater 
and wider the market, the greater the prod- 
uct needed, and the greater amount of labor, 
and employed people in demand, and the 
greater the sum of wages distributed, and the 
greatet number of homes andof the comforts 
of life supplied to a greater number of families. 

But tho Whiteside County farmer has 
perhaps a grievance of another kind, which 
he merely hints at. Perhaps he has bought 
land extensively, and that much, if not all, 
of his 800 acres of land is mortgaged, and, 
while he enjoyed lustily the good times so long 
as he was called upon only for his note, the 
time is nearing when the note and mortgage 
are to be paid. Inspired by the Fiat dema- 
gogues, he thinks that, if the Government 
would issue fiat paper money, that money 
would be worth only 25 cents when the pres- 
ent greenbacks are worth a dollar, and that 
he would then receive four paper dollars 
legal-tender for a bushel rf wheat where he 
now receives one, and, armed with this 
money, he could pay off that mortgage and 
swindle his creditor. That, possibly, is 
what is the matter. He has enjoyed the 
money of his creditor for some years, and 
now, when the time comes td pay the debt, 
he wants the Government tolegalize the pay- 
ment of his nete at the rate of 25 
cents on the dollar. He cares nothing 
for the integrity of the nation, cares 
nothing for the honest performance 
of his own contra@, cares nothing for the 
many millions of people who have invested 
their $50 or $100 of savings of wages in the 
national bonds. He sees nothing but the 
mortgage he owes, and has no higher motive 
than the invention of some scheme to swin- 
die his creditor out .of the money he has 
been enjoying for a numberof years. What 
to him is the national credit ? What to him 
is the revival of business, the renewal of al! 
industrial occupation, the resumption and 
increase of “manufactures, the rapid and 
large flow of gold to the country, and the 
addition of six to eight millions of dollars 
of coin to the currency each month? All 
these things do not concern him; he sees 
the 800 acres of land he bought with another 
man’s money, and is fretting because he can- 
not keep the land and discharge the debt 
with paper worth 25 cents on the doilar. 

Fiat money will not put amanat work 
who otherwise would be unemployed. If 
wheat selling at a dollar a bushel m par 
currency costs the farmers of Whiteside 
that much to produce it, the issue of 25-cent 
dollars will not help them. If it costs a 
coin dollar to raise a bushel of wheat, it will 
cost a 25-cent dollars to produce the 
same quantity. Four paper dollars of that 
kind will not purchase any more of anything 
than will a coin dollar, and the only possi- 
ble advantage that farmers can derive from 
the issue of fiat money is that of enabling 
those who owe honest debts to swindle 
their creditors by the issue of swindling 
paper called money. 


THE LESSON OF THE INDIANA ELECTION. 
It is only in the result in Indiana that the 


Republicans have any occasion for regret as 
to the October elections, and the disappoint- 
ment is increased by the mortification of ad- 
mitting that the Republican party of that 
State is clearly to blame for having accom- 
plished so little. In 1876 the State went 
Democratic by something over 5,000 majori- 
ty, but the Republicans secured nine Con- 
gressmen out of thirteen; there was very 
good luck in this, as all the close and doubt- 
ful districts happened to turn out in favor of 
the Republicans. It was not to be expected 
that the Republicans would do so well this 
year, but they have fared worse than they 
should have fared. The Democratic majori- 
ty for the State ticket will probably prove to 
be from 12,000 to 15,000, and, if Mr. Orru is 
defeated in the Lafayette District, the Re- 
publicans will have only five Congressmen 
in a delegation of thirteen. 

The reason why the Republicans have 
fallen so far behind in Indiana this year is 
simple enough. They started out to coddle 
and pamper the fiat craze. While the plat- 
form adopted by the Republicans was not 
so outlandish on the money question as that 
of the Nationals or Democrats, it leaned to 
inflation and indicated a disposition to play 
fast and loose with the Greenbackers. It 
betrayed an uncertain and demagogical dis- 
position among the managing men of the 
party, which made the sound-money Repub- 
licans lukewarm, and kept the sound-money 
Democrats from voting the Republican ticket. 
As a matter of principle, this course was ut- 
terly despicable; as a matter of policy, it 
has proved disastrous. Gen, Harrison, the 
leading Republican of the State, had no sym- 
pathy with the policy, and took the earliest 
opportunity to repudiate it on the stump, 
and to advocate straightforward and sensiblo 
currency measures. But it was too late to 
remove the impression which prevailed in the 
State, to the eff eot that the Republican party in 
Indiana was no better than the Democratic 
or National party so far as money views were 
concerned. Indeed, in the Fort Wayne Dis 
trict, the Republicans did not nominate a 
candidate for Congress, but indorsed Srupe- 
BAKER, the Greenback candidate, thus pur- 
suing precisely the same course as that taken 
by the Democrats of the Indianapolis Dis- 
trict, who indorsed the National candidate, 
D LA Matrn. The position of the Republic- 
ans was thus fatally weakened. The soft- 
money people felt su: er by voti ug the Demo- 


cratic or National ticket, and 4 generally did | Albania 
80; of the 30,000 National votes cast, it 
is safe to say that over 20,000 were 
drawn from the Republican party, because 
soft-money Democrats were content to vote 
their own ticket, The situation was such 
that the Republicans could not gain any 
soft-money votes, and they deliberately 
alienated the active support of the sound- 
money people. The result isa loss of sev- 
eral Congressmen and the choice of a Legis- 
lature which will probably elect the fiat

5 verdict in the case of the Indiana Ro- 
publicans, after a proper consideration of all 
circumstances, must be that they are respon- 
sible for their own misfortunes. The result 
will not be so deplorable if it shall teach 
Republicans elsewhere, as it certainly ought, 
to adhere to the principles of the party, to 
advocate the policy of honesty, and to re- 
frain from running after strange gods. Had 
the Republican party of Indiana offered the 
same opportunity for sound-money men to 
rally under its auspices that was offered by the 
Republican party in Ohio, we venture the 
assertion that the result would have been as 
gratifying in the former State as it is in the 
latter. 


THE AUSTRIAN OCCUPATION. 

The resistance made by the Turks and 
renegade Christians in Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina to the occupation of those provinces 
seems to have been completely overcome, 
and the Austrians are in full possession, and 
will stay. Thus one provision of the Treaty 
of Berlin is carried out. It will be remem- 
bered that that provision was very loosely 
drawn. It authorized Austria to occupy and 
administer the Government of the provinces, 
but set no limit as to the duration of the oc- 
cupation or the area of territory to be oodu- 
pied. Since the provision of authority was 
so vaguely expressed, it is not remarkable 
that the supplementary convention between 
Austria and the Porte fell through, and that 
Austria, when asked by Turkey to fix a speci- 
fied term of occupation, declined to do 60, 
since there was nothing in the treaty to re- 
quire it, Upon this point the ob- 
vious inference is that Austria can 
stay as long as she pleases. In 
other words, the Treaty of Berlin 
awards Bosnia and Herzegovina to Austria as 
her share of the spoils. The refusal of Tur- 
key to sanction the occupation has about as 
much forée as the protest which the worm 
may be supposed to make against the opera- 
tions of the early bird. The Hungarian oppo- 
sition will amount to but little more. Hun- 
gary will naturally grumble at having to 
share in the expense of the war against the 
insurgents, and the fresh addition to the 
Sclave interest in the Austrian Government, 
but it will amount to little but bluster. Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina as integral portions of 
the Austrian Empire may be regarded as an 
accomplished fact, and it is too late to recon- 
sider or alter it except through the medium 
of a war in which none of the other Powers 
would like to engage. Bosnia and Herzego- 
vina are henceforth as much Austrian as 
Hungary and Transylvania, 

It is not only for the best interests of the 
provinces concerned, but of all. Eastern 
Europe, that Austria should hold these rela- 
tions to them. She will improve the con- 
dition of the people, develop the resources 
of their country, and open up new avenuocs 
of trade and commerce. Already she has 
projected two important lines of railway,— 
the one running north and south through 
Bosnia, and connecting with the line already 
built northwardiy from Salonica # the other, 
passing through Servia and connecting near 
Sophia with the. road to Constantinople. 
These two great lines will not only be of 
importance to Austria as military highways, 
but they will make the whole fertile valley 
of the Danube tributary to her com- 
mercially. By crushing out the - Turks, 
and renegade Christians who are harder 
taskmasters than the Turks, she has deliv- 
ered the peasantry from a persistent sys- 
tem of cruelty and persecution in compari- 
son with which human slavery seems scarce- 
ly more odious. Hitherto they have been 
denied any participation in the Government, 
any representation in the courts or upon 
juries, or any right to testify against Moham- 
medans. They have been ground down into 
the very dust with taxes, and,when they have 
been unable to pay them, were compelled to 
give up their homes. Their crops were al- 
ways liable to be levied upon for tribute, and 
they had no redress. 
were slaughtered, and no one was punished 
for it. They were in hardly better condition 
than the beasts of, the field,—cer- 
tainly were not treated as well. The 
Austrians will lift them up out of their mis- 
erable condition and give them the rights of 
Austrian citizenship. They will give them 
the right to live and énjoy the fruits of their 
labor. They will give them the right of 
representation in the Government and in the 
administration of the laws. They will give 
them the advantages of education and the 
privileges of religion. ‘The entiy of the 
Austrians into these provinces was like ad- 
mitting the sunshine into a dungeon. They 
bring with them liberty for the people, and, 
now that their oppressors have been driven 
out, the people will gladly show their al- 
legiance to Austrian rule. If all the other 
provisions of the Berlin Treaty work out 
such beneficent results, the Turko-Russian 
war will prove to have been the crowning 
blessing of the nineteenth century. 


EUROPEAN COMPLICATIONS, 

The uews from Eastern Europe is not 
encouraging for the prospect of permanent 
peace. ‘The occupation of Bosnia by the 
Austrians has driven the Turks to frenzy, 
especially as it is now apparent to them that 
the Austrians propose not only to occupy 
Novi-Bazar, but to advance into the extreme 
southeastern part of Bosnia, which lies tothe 
south of Servia. The Porte has not only 
refused to sigu the agreement with Austria, 
in view of her refusal to name aby limit of 
time in occupation, but has addressed a cir- 
cular to the Powers reserving the Sultan's 
sovereign authority over Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina, and warned them that, if Austria 
occupies Novi-Bazar, it will lead to terrible 
disasters, —which, being interpreted, evident- 
ly means that Turkey will declare war against 
Austria and incite general turmoil and con- 
fusion throughout the Danubian provinces. 
So far as the definite result of such a war i 
concerned, the threat is an impotent one, 
though Turkey may succeed in precipitating 
fresh troubles. As between Turkey and 
Austria, a war would lead to a defeat of the 
former even more crushing than she suffered 
in the recent war with Russia. Servia and 
Montenegro would take advantage of it to 
secure the territory awarded to them by the 
Congress, which the Porte is now so re- 
luctant to relinquish. All Greece would 
spring to arms and become the instant ally 
of Austria to secure the territory that legiti- 
mately belongs to her, if there is any re-

It is difficult ear assistance 
Turkey could have in making war against 
Austria. England is the only friend she has 
in Europe, but even her friendship is not 
so strong that she will supply her with 
any more money. Having already re 
fused to lend her mongy with which 
to make reforms, it is not likely that ske 
will lend her money with which to make war 
against a friendly Power. Again, it is not 
likely that England will flyin the face of 
the Congress and endanger her relations 
with Austria, after the good offices of the 
latter, merely for the purpose of enabling 
Turkey to nullify one of the i of 
the treaty, however vague and loose that 
provision may be. It is not impossible that 
the Turks count upon the sympathy and the 
support of the Hungarians, and argue that, 
in case of war, the latter will agitate and 
bring about such a crisis in political affairs 
as to cripple, if not paralyze, the Govern- 
ment. Such support as this, however, is 
little better than a broken reed. If Turkey 
is rash enough to rush into a war with Aus- 
tria, there will be little left of her when she 
gets through. Another significant feature 
of the situation is the determination of the 
Russians not to leave Roumelia at pres- 
ent. They still remain near Con- 
stantinople, and have declared their inten- 
tions not to go further out of the province 
than Adrianople, since, at every move thus 
far, the Turks have commenced to maltreat 
and massacre the Christians left behind. 
Perhaps nothing would suit Russia better 
than to have Turkey rush into an insaue 
conflict with Austria while her own armies 
were still on Turkish soil. 

With war already commenced against 
Afghanistan, and with the materials for an- 
other slowly accumulating in Southeastern 
Europe, the congratulation of the English 
that the Berlin Congress had settled the 


Eastern question for another quarter of a | 


century seems somewhat premature. If any- 
thing is proven by the course of events since 
the treaty was signed, it is that the treaty 
settled nothing, either temporarily or per- 
manently. It simply formulated certain rec- 
ommendations, and those in whose favor the 
recommendations were made can obtain 
them if they are strong enough. Not a 
Power in Europe is bound to enforce a sin- 
gle provision of the treaty. It may be 
doubted whether any European State or 
province is morally bound to carry them out, 
Servia, Montenegro, and Greece can get their 
territory if they are strong enough to take 
it, just as Austria has taken Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, and Russia her share of the 
plunder. Turkey will carry out reforms if 
she can raise the money. England will help 
Turkey if Turkey will satisfy certain pro- 
visions. The word shall is not in the treaty, 
but the word if“ is in every clause of it, 
Can any other result than utter confusion be 
expected from a treaty which leaves the 
Turks as an independent Power in Europe? 
Can any cure be expected while the cancer is 
left in the system?

country fireplace, with none of its airtiness.

A striking illustration of the perplexities 
Which attend a man who undertakes to make 
his politics agree with his religious convictions 
is furnished by a gentlemin in Massachusetts 
who is conscientiously orthodox and at the same 
time an ardent temperance man.

The blacks will not leave the city and work in 
the fields as long as they can obtain free rations, 
and the wultes have not the heart to drive them

THE HORSES.

Little Jimmy” Raras.a Scotch terrier, pre- 
sented to Splan by Budd Doble, and who 1s the 
constant companion of the horse, lay in one 
corner of the stall, keeping an eve on every- 
body and everything. When the time for hitch- 
ing up the horse came, the little fellow superin- 
tended the entire operation, barking furiously 
all the time, and making himself as conspicuous 
as it was possible for a dog tobe. But although 
everything went on as usual, and the men of the 
stable were apparently anconcerned, those in a 
position te know. were aware tbat they were 
doubtful of the result. They felt that the horse 
bad a task before him which it would be almost 
um possibile for him to execute, and not a dollar 
of their money was in the pools,—sometbing 
that has never bappeved belore when Rarus 
started iu a race against other horses, 

THE GREAT RACE. 

Finally, after the beat in the 2:34 race had 
been trotted, the oell was rung for Rarus, 
Hopeful, and Great Eastern to appear. The 
Cray horse was the first on the track. and a 
utter of applause was raised as be weut by the 
grant stand in his usua) peg-lewzed fashion. 
Mace was pot ip the sulky, the warming ap of 
the horse having been intrusted to one of the 
stable attaches. Io a few moments Great East- 
ern’s mammoth form was seen coming through 
the draw-gate, apd as the big horse trotted 
slowly down tbe stretch, with Charley Green in 
the saddle, a buzz of satisfaction went through 
the vast crowd. But it was when Rarus came 
iv view that the excitement reached fever heat. 
As he passed along the hhome-stretch, with bis 
long, swiogiug stride,a shout went vp that 
matic the hero of 2:134¢ step still more proud)y. 
John Splan sat in the wagon, attired in 
a drab-colored suit, the coat and cap being of 
the finest silk. One baud grasped the lines, 
while in the other was an elegant gold-mouuted 
whip sect to him yesterday by a geutleman in 
Cleveland. As the applause grew louder Joho 
acknowledged it by lifting his cap and smiling. 
He was proud, and justly so, of the fame which 
he aud the horse had attained, and felt gratitied 
that the people of Chicago should wapifest 
their interest mm him in such a complimentary 
manner. 

After the usual preliminary warmisg up bad 
been given ali the horses, they jogged toward 
the head of the stretch, and, when near the dis- 
tance stand, turned for a start. Hopeful bad 
the pole, Great Kastern secoud place, and Rarus 
outside. Dan Mave was in the sulky now, and 
the veteran driver was never more determined to 
win. Green turned Great Eastern a sbort 
distance ahead of the others, and they came to 
the wire at a rattling pace, only to be called 
back by the judge's bell, as Hopeful was a trifle 
ochina. Three times was this repeated, but at 
the fourth attempt they were sent away to a 
very iair start, Great Eastern having a trifle the 
best of u. Hopeful’s great turn of speed was 
soon made use of by Mace, aud he tore around 
the first turn at atearful pace. Great Eastern 
made a break at this pomt, but caught quickly, 
and was soon within a length of the gray, 
Rarus being four lengths in the rear. The 
quarter pole was reached in 34)¢ seconds. and 
as Mace went flying by be looked around to see 
where the others were. Although the heat 
seeined safe, he knew that there would be hot 
work before the wire was reached, and did not 
slacken his borse, going to tbe half in 1:03, 

farus at this time being a long ten 
lengths behind, and Great — moving witb 
a hitch and flirting his tail whenever Green put 
steel mto his sides. Splan now saw that East- 
ern could make no fight for the heat, and called 
on Rarus fora display of speed. It was nobly 
responded to, andthe bav gelding fairly flew 
around the lower turn into the home-stretch, 
Hopeful was coming fast and steady, and it did 
not seem that-any horse could gain an inch on 
him. But the king of all trotters was alter the 
little gray, and be closed the gap that separated 
them with fearful rapidity. Nearer and nearer 
he came, until Mace, hearing the footfalls be- 
hind him, called on Hopeful for anothe: effort. 
He got home firat by a length and a half in 
2:17\4, Rarus having made a short break when 
within one bundred feet of the wire. The lat- 
ter's time was 2:15'4, and Great Eastern’s 2:19. 

As soon as the drivers returned to weigh, the 
home-stretch was overrun by the crowd, which 
gathered around the horses and examined them 
closely. Rarus was not a particle distressed, 
and Hopeful breathed easily also, Dut Great 
Eastern showed the ecilects of the 
struggle very plainly, the pace hav- 
ing been too strong a one’ ior him. 
When the time was announced a rear went up 
from the vast crowd that fairly shook the earth. 
They hati seen what bad long Been waited for 
in Chicago. —a fast and houest race between the 
best borses in the country,—and expressed 
their approval of the sport iu the heartiest pos- 
sibie manner. 

When the trio came out for the second heat 
each horse looked to be in the finest possible 
condition fora hard race. Ihe work of the 
previous heat had warmed them up thoroughly, 
and, as all bad cooled out well, warm work was 
looked for. Alter several attempts they were 
sent off on perfectly even term 
and all trotting steadily. Hopefu 
showed in front at the turn as usual, but this 
time Rarus was close behind him, Splan having 
determined to force the pace from the start. 
The gray drew away at every stride, however, 
and was four open lengths a‘tead at the quarter- 
pole, which was reached in 34}¢ seconds. There 
was still faster work down the back-stretch, 
Hopeful going to the halt in 1:054¢, and still 
having i Yona lead. Mace kept him at it around 
the lower turn, and when the gray came in 
sight through the crowd which had gathered at 
the head of the home-stretch he was still a long 
ways ip front. But here again Rarus exhibited 
a terrible burst of speed, and soon began draw- 
ing pearer the leader. He came down on the 
outside, Solan lifting, and talking to bim at 
every stride. But it was of noavail. Hopeful 
was never a better horse, and, although the 
distance between them was reduced:to a length, 
the gray finished first in 2:17, Great Eastern a 
bad third. The time of Karus in this heat was 
3:18, and that of Great Eastern 2:21. 

THE DECIDING HEAT, 

It was now a foregone conclusion that, barring 
accident, Hopeful could not loose, as be had all 
the speed in the world, and was remarkably 
steady. The third heat, however, was the most 
exciting of the race. The start was an excellent 


‘one, and both Rarus and Hopeful were goiog 


like bullets when the word was given. They 
were lapped around the turn, but, before going 
far, Hooeful opened a little gap, which be in- 
creased to two lengths by the time the quarter 
pole was reached, this part of the mile being 
done in 84 seconds. It was still taster traveling 
to the half, which was reached in 1:07, arus 
loosing a length while going this quarter. Great 
Eastern, who was in too fast company for his 
own good, Was well to the rear, and, during one 
of bis breaks, it looked as if he might be dis- 
tanced. Over the third quarter of the 
mile Hopeful began to come back a 
little. Rarus having gained half a 
length when the lower turu was rounded. 
Down the home stretch it was a desperate 
stragzle between the two. Rarus was slowiy 
but surely gaining on the little gray, who was 
being urged to do her utmost by Mace. Had 
the distance been only a little further he would 
surely have been bewten, but Splan, knowing 
that it was neck or nothing, drove his horse to 
a break, and he was beaten half a length in the 
wonderful time of 2:16. \Rarus’ time was, 2:17, 
and Great Eastern’s 2:22%.

AQUATIC. 
DID COURTNEY SELL OUT TO BHANLAN!? 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Ngw York, Oct. 10.— The Times, on the day 
succeeding the boat-race between Courtney and 
Hanlan, ordered a thorough investigation of the 
charge that Courtney, aided by his backers, E. 
B. Webster, of Geneva, and James Bris- 
ter, of Auburn, had sold the race, there- 
by realizing large sums. The investigation 
was made by those who, knowing both Courtney 
and Hanlan and their competitors, had closely 
watched the turns of che betting, and who en- 
tered upon it with a conviction that the race 
had been sold,—that Courtney had deceived bis 
best friends, and, with his backers, was worthy 
of disgrace and coudemnation. It has resulted 
in a  vindieation of the character of 
Messrs. Courtney, Webster, and Brister, so far 
as this charge is concerned, and in convincing 
the investigators that the race was rowed fairly 
from start to finish, and that Courtney, smart- 
ing not only under defeat but loss of money 
and reputation, is unjustly accused. The story 
that created 


THE AUBURN PANIC 
was traced to a gambier, who is denounced asa 
liar by the men who, he says, were his in- 
torments. This same story, that Courtney was 
to receive $4,000 of the Montreal vurse, did 
much of the mischief in the New York 
pool-rooms. Courtney’s brother and friends 
deny that they received any letters 
or telegrams from him while at Lachine, and 
are corroborated by the Postmaster. Court- 
ney’s backers are men of high reputation. 
Brister’s brother iujudiciously talked big on 
Haulau to increase Courtney's odds, and over- 
did the business, thus helping the gambler's 
story.

COURTNEY SAID 

that what bothered him most was the moving 
of the Lachine Rowing Clu»’s barge trom the 
position below the finish to the line with it 
which the race was in progress, so that the oars- 
men on return were misled by the different po- 
sition of what they had fixed upon as a guide to 
the finish.

INDIANS. 


RED CLOUD. 

Yanxrtoy, D. T., Oct. 10.—Dr. Irwin, Agent of 
the Rea Cloud Indians, bas received full instrue- 
tions to provide for the removal of his Indians 
to Woll Creek, and go abead with the move. 
Though he can’t accomplish all which should be 
accomplished this fall, he thinks he can make 
his Indians comparatively comfortable for the 
winter. The move on Washington begun by Dr. 
Irwin at the instance of Red Cloud, has had the 
desired effect. Without going to the Capital, 
he bas achieved all which could have been 
reached by a personal interview with the heads 
of the service, and tue Agent of the Red Cloud 
Indians is in a much more com- 
fortable frame of mind than when 
he started on his mission East. Then he had 
serious mnisgivings regarding the outcome, and 
strong fears that before his return his 6,000 In- 
dians might be so completely alienated from 
Government control as to require the employ- 
meiſt of the military to reduce them to subjec- 
tion. Now ‘he feels certain they will come 
readily under control, and perfect barmopny be 
once more restored. The Doctor has sent 
couriers to Red Cloud's camp, and be thinks by 
to-day his Indians will learn of the decison of 
the Department in their favor, and believes the 
information will quell the incipicot rebellion 
which was threatening the peace oi the frontier. 
Dr. Irwin leaves to-morrow for his Agency. 

A cattle contractor, just arrived from Spotted 
Tail's camp. reports the Indians more quiet, and 
seemingly well disposed.

SCATTERING PARTIES. 

Camp Rosinson, Neb., Oct. 10.—James Baker, 
a ranchman living between Snake Creek and 
Ruuning Water, on the Sidney Road, arrived 
here at noon to-day, and states that twentx- 
seven Indians passed within 500 vards of his 
ranch late last evening on their way north. 

A courier has just arrived from Carleton’s 
command on the Niobrara River, and reports 
that Carleton, up to the present time, has not 
seen avy Lndians, not even their trail. The In- 
dians are supposed to have scattered on reach- 
ine the Sand Hills, some oatles east of the Nio- 
brara River.

COLORADO TOURISTS 
FROM INDIANS. 

The Indians have been troublesome lately in 
Colorado as well as in Kansas. The following 
extract from a letter received in this city shows 
by how sudden a turn visiting sportsmen may 
be changed from bunters inte hunted: 

We reached our camp at Whitely's Peak, near 
the headwaters of the Muddy, and a few miles 
from ibe pass into the North Park, on Saturday 
We were to leave on Tuesday, and go over to the 
canon of the Troublesome fora little fiehing. But 
Monday evening came Ute Bill and his partner, di- 
rect from the Hot Sulphur Springs, to say that 
there had been trouble with the Indians, that there 
might be more, and thatall parties outside were 
being warned back to the Springs by runners. 
Possibly you have seen some account of the dich 
culty. 

A band of Indians, that has been out on the 
pla ns for the past two or three years, was on its 
way through the Middle Park back to the reserva- 
tion. They probably had too much whisky with 
They tried to drive off Cogzens, at the 
ranche at the head of the park, just beyond the 
Berthoud Pass; but be wouldn't go, and they let 
him alone. But at the Junction, the ranche ei 
miles beyond, where the Georgetown and Lot 
Sulphur Springs stages change horses, they forci- 
bly took possession of the meadow and camped on 
it. In a day or two a body of white men came up 
from the Hot Sulphar Springs to oust them; and 
the result was, that one of the Indians, who was 
brandishing his gun in a threatening way. was 
killed. There was no fight,—only this one shot 
was fired; out, as one of the Indians started im- 
inediately on horsevack on a dead run, people were 
afraid he had gone tothe reservation to arouse the 
Utes, and the result might de war. 

We, of course, did not know how much there 
might be in it, and we were afraid the newspapers 
might contain enough about the troubie to make 
our friends at home extremely anxious. So we de- 
cided.to gu to the Springs the next day, Tuesday. 
We went down by Jack and’s again, and over to 
the mouth of tne Troublesome. to Kings. King, 
our guide, is a son of old King, the Postmaster 
there. We reached there about dark, and pro- 

osed to sleep in that new barn, which you remem- 
— to have seen just around the point from the 
house. Old King was not at home, but had gone 
up to the Sorings with a coupie of Indians. While 
we were around the fire, cooking supper, the olaer 
of these two Indians rode up, and, on being asked 
where King was, said he had fallen from his horse 
and cut his head. This he explained in broken 
English and by signs. Then he went iato the 
house to teli Mrs. King. 

While he was in the house, a man came in to gay 
that the Indians had kilied an old man named 
Elliot in his own door-yard, about two miles from 
there. Whereupon this Indian snipped out and ran 
off. He, by the way, wasa friendly Indian from 
the reservation, and had nothing to do with the 
band that had made the trouble. Meantime it had 
come on to rain hard, and we were eating our sup- 
per in the barn, when tuey brought us this news 
from the house. 

Then there was a fright, for the women and chbil- 
dren wanted to go to Barney Day's immediately, 
and they had already gathered from one or two 
rauches below. Besides that, King began to be 
afraid thatthe Indian had been lying, About his 
father, and taat he also bad been kill If the 
Indians had begun killing in all quarters, and with- 
in two miles of us, it was certainly getting serious. 
So they hitched up the them in our wagon, packed 
it full Of. women and children, and started on a 
run for Barney Days. There were some eight or 
ten of us on horseback, all armed. And that was 
aride through the biack, — night. My horse 
fell with me once, and I thought I might oe left as 
food for the Indians. Then suddeniy a horse and 
rider dashed by us at full speed, much resembling 
an Indian; it was only one of our party who could 
not control his horse. But we reached Day's in 
ba qaick time. 

ou remember Barney Day’s peaceful ranche, 
where we took that handsome little boy for a girl, 
and drank such fine milk. There was no sugyes- 
tion of war when you were there. But that night 
it was anything but peaceful. There must 
have been twenty men there, all fully 
armed. And the preparations for war 
continued all night. We found, by the 
way that old King was there, prettily badly hurt by 
a fall, so that the Indian was right. Not fearing 
an attack in the night, we got some sleep, being 
packed into am outhouse Ie sardines, But we 
were all routed out before daviignt. About 3 
o'clock in the morning a party of a dozen came 
down from the Springs, and went on again ipa 
short time to loak for traces of the Indians, with 
instructions to shoot any they might see. But they 
came back at night without having seen anvthing. 

There has been no troubie with Indians in Midie 
Park since. A party of white men went througn 
to the White River Agency, and there arranged 
things on a satisfactory basis. 


DROUGHT,

De Kata, Oct. 10.—The reports being pub- 
lished from this county in regard to the drought 
are greatly exaggerated. Farmers are needing 
rain, but no proportion are feeding hay. Indeed, 
the pastures are not in bad condition for the 
season, and but few wells have failed to supply 
all the water necessary for stock. With the m- 
creased amount of stock ih the county, it cannot 
de said that either pasture or water is more 
scarce than it bas been many times.

A FORSAKEN CHILD. 


The Tender Affections of the Parents 
Creatly Stimulated upon Discovering 
Money-Making Talents in the Little Fel- 
low- Scene in Court.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 10.—The wife of 

Frank J. Frayne, the rifle-shooter and exponent 

of the drama of border life, bas applied to the 

Society for the prevention of Cruelty to 

Children to assist her in obtaining her 

6-year-old son from an apprenticeship to 

the theatrical profession. She charges that the 
child was abducted by Frayne, and is now 
singing at the Fox Variety Theatre in this city. 

The case came before a Magistrate to-day, all 
the parties being present, and the busband 
appearing to answer a charge of  kid- 
napping, As soon as the mother 
caught sight of the child, she 
went to him, and, with maternal expressions, 
desired him to kiss her, a codeesslon which he 
seemed extremely loth to grant, despite her 
eutreatics. She then ytepped forward 
and said that she wauted to know 
by what authority Mr. Dodge had 

the boy. His response was the production of a 

brown envelope, from which he extracted and 

handed the Magistrate the indentures made out 
on Feb, 20, 1878, stipulating that the father, 

Frank I. Frayne, surrendered possession of the 

boy tu Mr. Dodge, from the age of 6 years 

until the boy should attain his majority. The 


usual claims about schooltug, clothing, mainten- 
ance, etc., were incorporated. The mother said 


that this amounted to nothing. because she 


had not assented to it. Sue thought a 
mother had just as much right to a say 
iu the matter as the father. She did not desire 
the ooy to be on the stage, and said that Mr. 
Frayne had promised not to let tim remain in 
the business. Notwithstanding this he allowed 
him to travel through the West. 

When she was asked if she was Mr. Frayne’s 
wife, she suid that she Was vot, because she 
had made application tor divorce a vear aco, 
and her lawyer had the papers granting it iu 
New York. , 

At this juucture Secretary Crew entered and 
asked to see the itndentures. The lady, as they 
were read, said that this could uot be the boy, 
because be was specified as George, the young- 
est child, whereas bis name wasu't George, and 
she had one younger than he. 

The Magistrate read from a law book that a 
pereot hadaryht to indepture a child, aud 
that, therefore, Mr. Dodge beld legal posses- 
sion. If she wanted to test the matter, he suid, 
a hanheas corpus was ber redress. 

“Well, I've got him vow. I’m his mother, 
and no human power shail take him away frow 
me,“ she exclaimed in tragic style, stepping 
towards the door, where Coustable Reilly hap- 
peved to be standing.

The mother sent for and consulted lawyers, 
but they seemed to think the case hopeless.

As soon as his mother was gone the little 
feliow said that he did vot want to go with 
her but to “stay with Pappy Dodge,’’ whom he 
appeared to regard with affection. 

Counsel for Mr. Frayne say that the milk in 
the cocoanut ”’ is that the mother, having discov- 
ered the talents of the youngster, wants to take 
him with her up to a variety show on Morris 
street, hear Frankford avenue, run by a man 
named Sam Stickney, an ex-clown. — 

Mr. Frayne and nis wife have not lived to- 
getber for about five years, and the father 
charges that she abandoned the lad in question 
aud their two other children in New York, 
where he discovered them, and that she has 
lived in adultery with several men.

WASHINGTON. 


The Arkansas Whisky Fortress«The Four 
Per Cents. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 10.—Secretary Sher- 
man has submitted the facts to the Attorney- 
General in regard to the illicit distillers in Ar- 
kansas who have fortified their establishments, 
armed themselves and their workmen, and are 
defying the Collector of Internal Revenue. The 
Secretary asks for the opinion of the Attorney- 
General as to the legal mght to employ troops 
to capture this body of insurgents. . The Secre- 
tary is understood to hold that, under Secs. 
5,208 and 5,299, Revised Statutes, the President 
is clearly authorized to employ a military force 
in the present case. ‘The posse comitatus 
clause of the Army Appropriation bill forbids 
the use of the army except as such 
employment is authorized by the Constitution 
or act of Congress. The above sections, among 
others, are therefore especially excepted by the 
terms of this attempted Democratic prohibition. 
Toe rst section named provides that Whenever, 
by reason uf unlawful obstructions or combina- 
tion, it shall become fmpracticabie in the judg- 
ment of the President to enforce by ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings the laws of the 
United States within any State, it shall be lawful 
for the President to call forth the militia of any or 
all States, and to employ such portion of the 
land and naval forcesof the United States 
as he may deem necessary to enforce 
the faithful execution of the laws.” 
It is held in the Treasury that this section is 
applicable tothe case in hand, since the Col- 
lector Of Internal Revenue had a warrant for 
the arrest, and, in connection with the United 
States Marshal, was attempting to take -first 
steps in a judicial proceeding. Sec. 5.200 
provides that whenever unlawfu! combinations 
in any State so obstruct or hinder the execution 
of the laws of the United States. it shail be law- 
ful for the President, and it shall be his duty, 
to take such measures, by the employment of 
the militia or land and naval forces of the 
United States, as he may deem necessary to 
suppress such combinations. Itis held in the 
Treasurv that. under this section, it is not 
only the right, but it is made the duty, ot 
the President to use the military forcein exact- 
ly such cases as the present. There is strong 
hope that the Attorney-General will advise the 
President that the sections vamed gives him 
ample authority to use the army, even under 
the restrictions of the Posse Comitatus law, in 
ordinary cases of resistance to revenue officers. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
not desired to use the troops, having been able 
in most cases thus far to employ a sufficient 
number of Deputies to execute his orders. in 
the present case, however, where the offenders 
have banded together in force, armed them- 
selyes, and fortified their distilleries, it has 
been deemed the best policy to ask for troops. 
Decision in the case is hoped for by to-morrow.

FINANCIAL. 


The gold market has been unusually variable in 
the last two days. There is said to bea stock- 
jobbing movement in progress to lock up gold. If 
any operations to bull gold have been undertaken 
it is in disregard of the facts that Secretary Sber 
man can anticipaje the payment of the. November 
gold interest. athounting to 86, 250. 000. and that 
$55, 000,000 of 5-205, called, are now runnſbe, 
maturing from Oct. 11 to Dec. 16, and that $20, - 
000, 000 of them fall due in October. 

The opening quotation was 100%, the price then 
advanced to 100%, but finally receded to 1004. 
One consequence of the alleged attempt to lock up 
gold was said to be the sharp rise of the rate for cal! 
loans to 7 per cent. But the gloomy character of. 
the advices from tne other side, and the fall of 
consuls, gave plausinility to the theory that the 
rates for money went up asthe result of foreign 
cevital going home to strengthen London, and of a 
general policy on this side also of strengthening 
up against possible future troubles. 

Gévernment bonds continue weak, mainly as the 
result of realizing sales. The opening quotations 
were: 6s of 1881, 107%; 6s of 1805, January and 
July. 103; 68 ot 1867, 105%; 68 of 1868, 1074; 
10-408, 106; 58, 105%; 4448, 10345; 4's, 100. 

The business of the banks was moderately 
active. Country banks are sencing in their usual 
supply of good paper for redisconnt, and the 
offerings of negotiabie paper by city customers are 
not unsatisfactory. Rates of discount are 6410 
per cent to regular customers, with special rates 
in special cases. 

The currency ordera have been growing lighter, 
and yesterday were inconsiderabie. Exchange 
orders were fair, and the quotation between banks 
Was par. 

The ciearings were $3, 00. 000. 

The stock market was decidedly weak, and near- 
ly every quotation at the end of the day was lower 
than the close of Wednesday. Western Union was 
conspicuous in the downward movement. opening 
at m and closing at 91%. The Granger stocks 
showed a lack of staying qualities, St. Paul com- 
mon opening at 31\ and closing at 50%, and 
Northwestern common opening at 39% and closing 
at 30. Thefact that the market is entirely at the 
mercy of the big fish, and is not controlled by any 
popular current for selling or buying. deprives its 
fluctuations of any wide interest. The sagging 
tendency shown yesterday may have some sympa- 
thetic connection wiih the condition of affairs in 
by the financial article 
telegraphed from the London Times of Wednesday, 
to be getting desperate.

The mar- 
kets at other points were understood to be firm, 
and the political news from the Old World was 
widely regarded as threatening- another war-—one 
in which England and Russia will take the lead, 
probably to draw other Powers into the struggle. 
This made speculative operators bullish, though no 
one expected that war will be declared before the 
advent of warm weather in 1879, and prices ad- 
vanced in consequence, but were scarcely sus- 
tained to the close. 

Dry goods were moving freely at steady prices. 
Groceries met with a fair seasonable demand, and 
were generally steady and firm. Sugars were firmer 
than on the earlier days of the week. No changes 
were noted in dried fruits and fish. There was 4 
liberal local and shipping demand for butter, and 
the market was firm. Cheese was unchanged. In 
the leather. tobacco, bagging, coal. and wood mar- 
kets there were no quotable changes. Oils were 
steady. with a good ousiness doing. Paints were 
dull. Pure lead is quoted at 74@sc. 

The lumber market was unchanged. The cargo 
seliere reported a good local business at the late 
decline. At the yardea fair trade was in progress 
at the prices ruling tor the past fortnight. Metais 
and nails were steady and in fair demand. The 
sales of wool were light. Broom corn was 
weak under voluminous ofllerings, with 
trade only fair. Sait was steady. 

Seeds were 
im litte better demand, clover and timothy being 
firmer. Poultry was dull and weak, especially 
chickens, the supply of which was in excess of 
wants. Egys were easy. Potatoes were un- 
changed, fine stock being ecarce and firm. 

Lake freights were fairly active at Ele de- 
cline, corn to Buffalo being chartered at 30 
c, chiefly at the inside. Room was taken for 
165, 000 bu wheat, 500,000 bu corn, and 15,000 
bu rye. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 bs on grain to New York, and 
35 on fourth-class to do. which includes meats. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 
14c and Lic for corn and wheat to New York, and 
15%c for corn to Boston.

MORE WOMAN-KILLING. 
: Special Mspaich to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 10.—At 8 o’clock this 
evening the respectable German families residing 
in the vicinity of Eighth street add Chouteau 
avenue were thrown into the wildest excitement 
at the consummation of one of the coldest- 
blooded and sensatioval murders that have ex- 
cited the St. Louts pulse since the great Amson 
murder, which may ever remain a dark mystery. 
The victim in this case was Augusta Simons, 
aservant girl in the employ of Dr. Kohlben- 
peyer, a well-to-do physician, living at No. 812 
South Eighth street, near Chouteau avenue, 
and the murderer was a libertine, who 
was formerly employed as a barkeeper at 
a beer-saloon on the corner of Chouteau avenue 
aud Seventh street, where the girl was accus- 
tomed to go daily and purchase beer for the 
Germap family in which she lived. She was 
young and beautiful. Joseph Kotousky, the 
barkeepeper, though a man of bad character, 
was not unmindful of the charms of the fairer 
sex, and soon became pumbered amongst her 
many admirers. As the time passed his passion 
grew, and he finally made numerous visits to 


her at the douse where she worked, 
but she always refused to see 
him. A few days ago be was 


discharged by bis employer on account of bis 
having contracted a shameful disease. The 
poor girl was overjoved, and told Mrs. Kohl- 
beapeyer about it, saying that she guessed sne 
would pot be troubled oy him anymore. While 
ou her way to the saloon for beer at supper- 
time this evening, however, she was confronted 
by him, with a requést that she should allow 
him to accompany ber a part of the way. She 
refused, and he sat down on the stone 
railing surrounding a yard to await her re- 
turn. At the saloon she remarked to the 
proprietor that she had seen Joe, the man 
whom he discharged. On her return home she 
again encountered him, and a brief conversation 
followed, at the conclusion of which he raised a 
pistol and discharged it in her face, the ball en- 
tering the brain below the left eve, and causing 
instant death. Aiter discharging the pistol the 
murderer turned around and walked: rapid!y to 
the Four Courts, where he delivered himself up 
to the police, saying that he bad shot a gir! be- 
cause she had refused to go wo the fair with 
him to-morrow. He had vot waited to note 
the effect of the shot. and was much surpriscd 
later in the evening when he learned that she 
was dead.

ONE BODY-SNATCHER LESS.

Kroxck, Ia., Oct. 10—Considerable excite- 
mevt bas prevailed hereabouts to-day over an 
affray that occurred three miles east of Warsaw, 
III., last night, in which a colored man named 
John Brown was shot a killed while attempting 
to rob a grave. Yesterday a man named John 
Douglas, who had beep at work upon the 
farm of W. P. Andrus, and who had died the 
day previous, was buried inthe family burial 
ground. From the actions of some one who 
rode past several timés during the funera!, 
Andrus suspected that a raid on the grave was cou- 
templated, and concluded to watch it. Armed 
with a double-bafreied shot gun, he crept up 
to the grave about 12 o’clock last night, and 
found two men at work in it. He fired upon 
them, aud they climoed out and retreated. He 
followed them up and fired again, and they re- 
turned the fire with twé shots from a revolver, 
neither of which took effect. He kept 
up the pursuit, and in a_ short 
time came upon Brown lying under a beuge. 
where he had fallen badly wounded. He was 
taken to Andrus’ house and medical aid sum- 
moned, but he died at 8 o’clock this morning. 
One of the shots took effect in the smali 
of his back. Nine buck-shot passed 
clear through, and came out in front. 
Before he died he stated that he lived in Ciark 
County, Missouri, but refused to tell who had 
employed him to resurrect the body. The man

which they used was d to-day 
attached to a fence near Alexandria, 
Mo. Two shovels were left at the grave 


and where the men stood was found a screw- 
driver avd a pistol. They had removed the 
body, piaced it in a sack, aud were putting the 
boards back into the grave preparatory to filling 
it up when they were fired upon. 6 

The matter is to be taken before the Grand 
Jury at Carthage. III., to-morrow. The body of 
Brown was brought to this city tu-night for 
burial.

thing wrong, was walking along Wells street Fri- 
day afternoon at SO Oclock. In front of the Vews 
ofiice he saw the peadler in company with two 
men, —one tall, with dark kair, and the other short, 
with a swarthy complexion and a Jewish face. 
The tall fellow had on a new anit 
of basket-cloth, and tLe sandy com- 
plexioned one had evidently been saying some- 
thing about it. foras the gentleman passed the 
three tbe former said, You'll havea new «nit, 
too. if the job works well.“ The Jew, it is be- 
lieved. was **sheeney” the Kid. and the biack- 
haired man Johnny Lamb, while the other is said 
to be Lynnett.

RELIGIOUS, 
WOMAN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 

The secodd annual session of the Woman's 
Christian Association was held yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock in the Methodist Church Biock par- 
lors, Mrs. E. G. Clark presided. 

The Secretary, Mrs. Charles Hamill. enbmit- 
ted her report. She stated that she was unable to 
give exact figures, but she assured the assembly 
that the work during the past year had been re- 
markable. There had been a large reflex influ- 
ence felt. There had been admitted to the board- 
ing-house during the year 130 persons. A number 
had remained since the openitg of 
house, and seemed contented and bappy. A great 
many generous donations had been made. The 
Employment Bureau had provided for 140 woman 
and girls, of all nationalities. Some had come 
from distant points to Chicago, attracted by ibe 
fame of the house. Several had been saved from 
lives of shame. : 

Dr. S. F. Baker submitted the annual report of 
the Dispensary. The books showed that the total 
number of patients treated during the vear was 
712; total number of visits, 2,733; patients sent to 
Hospital for Women and Chilcren, 6; vo St. Luke's, 
1; infirmary, 6; Asyium,1; County Agent, 4; den- 
tist, 6. A large proportion of applicants were 
aduits. The diseases treated were largely of the 
chronic kind. Of the whole number, 441 
were generai diseases, 145 of the disease peculiar 
to the sex, and 109 were surgical cases. The 
acting stat includes the following physi : Drs. 
Walton, Blinn, Bottsford, aston, Vincent, 
Bridgeford, and Baker. The consulting staf con- 
sists of Drs.

THE LABOR MARKET. 
PACKING-HOUSES, ETC. 

Facts are what are required by a candid world. 
Facts are potent and incontrovertible. Facts 
speak louder than words, and when the howl of 
the idle Commune would have us believe that half 
the laboring men of Chicago are without employ- 
ment, and the other half on the verge of starvatien, 
along come the facts to tell that it is not so; that the 
laboring men of Chicago, as a rule, have plenty of 
work, and receiveffor it excellent wages, 

There was a time in the history of Chicago, it is 
true, when laboring men were better off than they 
are now, bat the investigations of a Tarsune re- 
porter during the past two days show that this 
worthy clase of people have really no cause for 
complaint, and are far from being ina suffering 
condition. A visit to more than fifty es‘ablish- 
ments where men are employed, shows some very 
interesting facte concerning the supply and 
demand for labor in this market. 
There are, unquestionably, a number of 
men out of employment, but the number is not so 
large, nor their necessities as great, as might be 
expected from the clamor which has been raised by 
the champions of the poor. Those without work 
are mostly of the vagrant clase called tramps,” 
who would not labor at any price, and whose chief 
employment isto foment discontent among their 
industrious brethren. It is from this class, almost 
exclusively, that the cry of low wages and starva- 
tion comes. Whenever they choose to labor, their 


industry extends over a period of a few days only, 
and with the proceeds, and by the aid of free-lunch 
routes, they mapage to bridge over several weeks 
of idleness. 

The lowest price paid to laboring- men in this 
city is $1 per day, and the bighest price is 82. 
This is for unskilled labor exclusively. Mechanics 
command from $1.75 to $7 per day. Briek-masons 
are working for from $1.75 to $2.25 per dav. 
‘Teamsters about lumber yards and on the streets 
receive from $10 to $12 a week. Coopers are re- 
ceiving from 82 to $3 per day, and none 
ure without employment who desire to work. 
Shoemakers are receiving from $1.50 to $2.50 per 
day, with no idiers in tins branch of industry. Car- 
penters command from 31 to $2 per day, and in this 
line there are, perhaps, more workmen than work. 
Pilers in lumber- yards receive from $1.50 to $2 
per day and vet steady employment. In the pack- 
ing-houseg of Chicago mere laborers are paid from 
$1.50 to $2 per day, while skilled workmen are 
paid from 83.50 to $4 ber day. Inauiry develops 
the fact that those concerns which pay the least for 
wages are constantly short of hands, while those 
which pay the highest wages are overran with ap- 
plications for work. This indicates that there is 
plenty of work to do, but that laborers are not al- 
ways content to work for what they can get. Es- 
tablisaments that pay $2 per day have a warm of 
unemploy¢d men constantly hanging about 
them, while those that pay from 81 
10 31.235 per day are obliged to have 
frequent recourse tothe advertising columns of 
newspapers to keep the requisite number of men 
employed to carry on their business. A corpora- 
tion waich employs 250 men constantly, but which 
pays from $1 to $1.25 per day only, informed the 
reporter tliat their force was constantly changing, 
and that wen whom they engaged, after working a 
few days. usually left them for some better em- 
ployment. 

A STREET RAILWAY COMPANY 

which employs a large number of men stated that 
they had fewer applications for work now than 
formerly, and that they were compelied to pay 
higher wages to their workmen than they were 
paying a year ago. An advertisement in a news- 
paper for tencarpenters at $1.75 per day had pro- 
duced forty applicants for labor. A year ago this 
firm claims taat a similar advertisement would 
have produced at least a hundred applicants. 
A packing-house which employs 175 men, 
and pays from 81. 75 to $3. 50 
per day, stated that they had a dozen applications 
tor empioyment every morning. Their workmen 
receive constant employment, obtam the highest 
wages, and work within doors, all of which are 
inivortant Considerations in the minds of the labor- 
ers, and probably account for the apparent sur- 
plus of workingmen. A lard-oil refinery and pack 
ing-house employing 800 men, aad paying about 
the same wages as the last-mentioned estabiish- 
ment. also reports a surplus of labor, which sur- 

ius is doubtiess owing to the same canse. A box- 

actory and planing-mill employing 100 men at 
from $1 to 51. 25 per day, stated that they were 
employing all the men they could get, and were 
frequently obliged to advertise to keep 
up their force. Another box-factory em- 
ploying seventy men, and paying $2 per 
day, had ali the men they wanted. and 
bat few applications. A planing-mil! employing 
seventy-five men, and paying from $1. 50 to $2. 50 
per day, Keptite men ana had few changes. A 
factory for the manufactare of sashes, doors, and 
blinds, and vaying from $1.25 to $1.50 per day for 
common labor, had all the men they wanted and 
were constantly receiving applications for work. 

From yopr observation of the market would 
you suppose it difficult for a good, honest, faithful 
man to obtain work in Chicago“ asked the re- 
porter of the head of a concern employing 600 
men. 

‘* 1 SHOULD NOT,” 
was the promptreply. ‘* In our establishment we 
employ only reliable and taithful men. The ma- 
jority of the men who come in here for work sre 
vagrants, with bloated features and ragged clothes, 
in cating habits of intemperance. Such men we 
contd not give work nuder any circumstances. 

Have you many epplications for work?’ was 
the next question. 

We have some, but they are now fewer than 
they were a month or six weeks ago. My opinion 
is there is plenty of work for those who want it. 

What do you pay per day for common labor?” 

From $1. 25 to $1. 50 per day.“ 

Another gentleman who employs 1.0 men was 
asked if he thought there was a surplus of laborers 
in Chicago. He thought there was a surplus, bat 
that most of those without work were so from 
their own fault. He had had men come to him 
hungry who were complaining that they were with- 
out work. He had put them to work to earn a din- 
ner, Only toflud them gone inten minutes. The 
idle men of Chicago are mostly tramps or drunken 
idiers, Who were continually fomenting trouble 
among those who wished to work. He was paying 
from $1.25 to $1. 50 per day to his laborers. 

A brick mason, who sat on a hod eating his din- 
ner, was asked what wages he was receiving for 
dis lapor, antl he replied that he was getting $1.75. 
He mournfully alluded to the fact that he received 
$2.25 last year, and he was fearful that the time 
wonld come when ne would be compelled to work 
for his boar. Bricklaying was about ended for 
the season, and he did not know but himeelf and 
family would be compelled to go to the Bridewell 
before spring. 

A lumber-sbover was interviewed upon the sub- 
ject of labor, and he told a pathetic story of priva- 
tion und lack of employment quite heart-rending. 
lie was roosting ou a hand-rail white talking, 
smoking ashort clay pipe. The. reporter subse- 
quently learned that the man when employed un- 
loading ships made from 8 to $2. 50 per day, being 
paid by the thousand feet for his work. le was 
notable, however, to obtain constant employment, 
there being times when taere were but few ves-els 
in port. A leamster claimed to be receiving $10 
per week and a lamber-piier $1.50 per day. 

Gienerally, the reporter found manufactories, of 
various kids,

OF HANDS, 
and nearly ajl of them paying good wages. While 
there is nota great demand for workmen, good, 
industrious, and faithful men appear to oe able to 
get all the employment they want. Among forty 
establisnments visited, two only have been found 
paving as low as $1 per day. the general average 
being $1.50 per day. Sxilled workmen or mechan- 
ics appear to be less in demand than common labor- 
ets. und thede feel the searcity of labor more than 
Soy other class. 

‘There appeared to be no considerable surplus of 
workmen really out of employment, and where 
houses seemed to be ovérrun with applications, 
they secmed to be from those aiready at work 
elsewhere, but seeking the advantages of higher 
pay and more permanent employment. Nearly 
every house visited claimed to be doing more 
work and to be employing more men than at this 
time last year. There does not appear to be any 
languishing ou the part of the various mills and 
factones, and in some instances employes were 
found making double wages by over-time. 
One manufactarer exhibited his books, 
showing that one-half his hands were making 
from $50 to $60 per month, and in one instance as 
high as $105 had been earned by an over-indns- 
trious workman. These figurés, which may de re- 
lied on as being correct as far as tney go, and 
taken from tee boot and shee maaufactories, dis- 
tilleries, lagiber-yards, foundries, iron-works, 
packing-houses, oil-refineries, chemical-works, 
street-railway Companies, coopers, box-manufac- 
turers, sash. door, and blind factories, planing- 
milla, etc., are a pretty good index of the present 
condition of the labor market in Chicago. There 
is certainly au increased activity on the 
most of these establishments, and the 
the melancholy 
with a ha 
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case produce any other feeling than that of 
an agreeable surprise. People who will teke the 
pains to verify the facts here presented will un- 
doultedly become convinced of their truth if they 
now entertain any douots, Doubtless there are 
many get people in Chicago suffering for the 
want of money and employment, either thronah 
their -own improvidence or unavoidanle miefor- 
tunes, but that this class isa large one, a8 many 
apprehend, seems to be a mistake. which may be 
easily rectified by inquiry and observation. 


COMMISSIONER RAUM. 
THE CONFERENCE 
between Gen. Raum, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, and the Collectors of the whisky produc- 
ing districts of the West took place yesterday 
forenoon at the Internal Revenue office. There 
Cincinnati; 
Knowles, of Peoria; Cumback, of Greenburg, Ind.; 
Alien, of Aurora; Farweil, of Davenport; Buck- 
ner, of Louisville; Nase, of Sterling, III.: Tilson, 
of Quincy; Merriam, of Springfield; Beane, of 
Milwaukee; Harvey, of Chicago; and Revenue- 
Agents Grimeson and Clarke. Gen. Raum occa- 
pied the chair. The topics under discussion re- 
lated almost entirely to the inside working 
of revenue matters, and were largely of 
a technical character. The duties of Store- 
keepers and Gaugers and the salaries paid 
them were talked over at length. The feasibility of 
weighing as a means ed determining the amount of 
tax to be collected om distilled spirits in prefer- 
ence to the gauging system now in vogue was a 
prominert topic. The Collectors in the large 
whisky- producing distriets argued in favor of tne 
change, while the others were douotful if the pro- 
posed plan would work. A proposition which was 


made by one of the gentlemen that the Revenue 


law should be amended so a O increase the tax on 
lager-beer so as to equalize it with the revenue 
derived from whisky was also taken under 
consideration. The present tax is $1 per 
barrel of thirty-one gallons. On an average, 
jager contains about 6 per cent of alcohol, or 
1.386 gallous to the barrel. This is equivalent to 
almost three and a half gallons of proof spirits, 
which, at a tax of 90 cents per gallon, should 
produced $3.15 per barrel. If the proposed tax 
were adopted by Congress the revenue from lager- 
beer would be more thantrebled. ‘The scheme re- 
ceived considerable opposition from the Cincinnati 
and Milwaukee representatives, who said that it 
would be op»vosed not only by their constituents, 
but also by their members of Congress. They re- 
garded whisky as a luxury. but the poor man’s 
beer“ should be made as cheap as possible, and 
its production encouraged. 

About nalf-past 1 the conference broke up, and 
the members took advantage of the Derby day to 
witness the races. In the evening they were treat- 
ed to an elegant banquet in one of the private ain- 
ing- rooms of tae Pacilic by . ollector Harvey. it is 
necdiess to say that full justice was done to the 
menu. 

This morning at 10 o'clock the Commissioner 
will be waited upon by the distillers of this dis- 
trict, who will present their grievances as aeiaiied 
in yesterday’s Trigune. In the evening he will be 
entertained vy Maj. Kirkland, and will meet the 
three members of Congress from this district and 
the Receivers of the ousted savings banks. 
The possibility of getting through Congress a bill 
relieving these banks from the accrued Govern- 
ment tax for the benefit of the depositors and other 
creditors wiil be discussed. 

Derihg the day the outside Collectors will visit 
the various distilleries in the district, and in the 
evening take the trains for their respective homes.

of the Post-Office beyond those limits! 

3. Is it in accordance with sound public policy 
for the Post-Office Department to assume, or to 
be required by law to undertake, the functions 
of a common carrier, and so to enter into com- 
petition with private individuals or corporations 
engaged in that vocation /
